The valuable tim ber on 
this reservation has been disappear­ 
ing, and the governm ent has been 
expending large sums of money for 
salaries and to the Indians, and but 
a small amount has been received 
from the sale of tim ber. 
“ There are 4,747,931 acres of land 
in the Chippewa reservations in Min­ 
nesota. 
There were nearly 3,000,000 
acres of land ceded. 
Of this am ount 
about 2jOOO,0(H) acres have been clas­ 
sified, leaving about 1,000,000 acres 
yet to be examined and classified. 
There have been 
160,000 acres of 
tim ber land sold and 500,000 acres of 
agricultural land homesteaded. 
“ The comm issioners who were sent 
out to treat with the Chippewas re 
ported that the pine ceded was esti­ 
m ated by the various parties at from 
1*25,000,000 to 850,OOO,OOO but the de­ 
p artm en t has received from the sale 
of said tim ber and lands only ll,040,- 
440.49, while it has paid out and ad ­ 
vanced over $2,800,000. 
The secre­ 
tary of the interior, the m em bers of 
the Minnesota delegation in congress 
and the m em bers of the Chippewa 
tribe of Indians ask th at the act of 
Jan. II, 1829, Ik* amended.
